CONDITION IMPROVES

STRENGTH IN WINCHESTER

Herbert Barrows, oldest pub- 
lic official in service in 
lic official in service in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
who has served the Town of 
Wilmington for 63 years as a 
Town Official, is regaining 
his strength, in the Winches- 

ter Hospital. 

Stricken by a stroke last 
Thursday afternoon, the 85 
year old “r Wilmington’ is 
under the care of Dr. John 
Marshall. Improvement, physi- 
cally, has been noted in the 
condition of Mr Barrows, up 
to the last report on Wednes- 
day moming. Dr. Marshall, pri 
vately, h®s expressed the hope 
that tle may walk out of here 
yet.’ 

The former Selectman, and 
Chairman of the Finance Commit 
tee for many years was the vic 
tim of a stroke, Thursday af- 
ternoon, while at the home of 
Peter Chermmaga, on Park Street 
Believing that he had only 
slipped, Mr. Barrows got into 
his truck and drove home, a 
distance of nearly two miles. 
He proposed, when he arrived 
home, to feed his horses, but 
was prevented by Mrs. Barrows 
who noted his condition, and 
saw that he went to bed while 
she called Dr. Marshall. 

No paralysis has been noted, 
His condition has steadily but 
slowly improved.

Public Dump Proposed to

Presenting the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals with a set of 
plans for a proposed indus- 
trial development on the for- 
mer Blue Hog Piggery land, more 
lately known as Bob Moran’ s

| errant a 
TAX ABATEMENTS 


Ordinarily tax bills are supposed to be out 
and in the hands of the poor taxpayers by the 
month of July. This year, due to the death of 
Louis Doucette, and for other reasons the bills 
were delayed. ’ 

Under such ordinary circumstances taxes are 
supposed to be paid by the first of October, 
indeed there is a penalty if they remain unpaid 
at that date. 

Under such circumstances, too, a taxpayer 
has until the first of October to file for an 
abatement. Abatements may be had for several 
reasons, the main ones being for Disabled Vete- 
rans, and for widows under certain circumstan- 
ces, and the average abatement being for $2000 
in valuation. 

But this year the tax bills were not mailed 
until September 20th. 

That means that an additional 30 days are 
allowed for filing for abatements. The thirty 
days end on a Sunday, Oct. 20th. In effect the 
People get another day, the Monday following to 
make their last claim. 

Which is as it should be.

The apples that old 
Tom McMahon used to guard so 
zealously, the two Blue Pear 
Maine trees that used to be up 
on Tom Daly’s farm, and the 
Russet tree, that stood behind 
the High School - now the 
Swain School. 

A person who has never eaten 
a Blue Pear Maine doesn’ t know 
what an apple is. It was a 
‘hard’ apple, which, when it 
was ripe had blue streaks in- 
terposed with the red on its 
skin. The blue, we have no 
doubt, was part of the reason 
for its name, but we never 
could figure out where the 
Pear part came. 

There was another Blue Pear 
Maine, on Pop Neilson’s hill, 
(now the Joyce fam). It stood 
near the dwr of the carriage 
shed, and schoolboys would 
knock down a supply, with 
stones, on the way to school, 
make sure they were well 
bruised, and leave them in the 
carriage shed. 

Then, in the afternoon, after 
school was over those apples 
would be retrieved. They would 
be just overflowing with the 
most delicious cider we ever 
tasted. 

Those were the days.

| The Board of Health is now of 
the opinion that a site suit- 
able by reason of location, 
jtransportation and area has 
been found. This site is the 
land belonging to one Clarence 
Spinazle on Lower Main St. The 
Board of Health and its agent 
;has examined the site and 
frome it to be acceptable. Lo-

cated off Main Street it 
‘should be easily reached. With 


land and with abuttors at 
least a quarter of a mile or 
more away, it should not cause 
any traffic problems. Deep wa- 
ter holes with high capacity 
pumps should lower fire hazard 
Sand and gravel at site should 
furnish suitable cover mater- 
ial. 

The only Sype of dump that 
the Board of Health will per- 
mit in this area is a sanitary 
land fill operation with ab- 
solutely no burning or garbage 
permitted. The trench method 
which will be the type employ- 
fed will consist of trenches 
‘12 ft to-18 ft wide and 4 ft

covered by two feet of fill 
and the face of same will have 
at least six inches of cover. 
This will have two advantages: 
1 Prevent rodent and insect 
infestation 
2 Prevent or stop a fire that 
may have caught in one cell. 
Each trench will be at least 
two feet apart thus further 
confining it. Sanitary land- 
fills have been operated in 
congested areas without fire, 
odor, insect-or rodent pro- 
blens. 
The dump will be operated by 
Kr. Spinazola at a cost of 
$4,000 per year renewable at 
the end of the year. For this 
Mr Spinazla will have to fur- 
nish a bond satisfactory to 
the Town, plus insurance, ma- 
chinery, etc. Mr. Spinazola 
will be permitted to accept 
commercial private refuse col - 
lectors from this Town as well 
as the outside. 

The Board of Health firmly 
believes that this is a pro- 
gressive step and is in accord 
ance with better sanitary en- 
gineering practices. It is not 
only a financial savings of 
$4,000 as opposed to $8,000, 
but as an equally important 
measure will rid the town of 
open dump sores and recover 
valuable land. The Board of 
Health therefore requests the 
endorsement of this measure by 
the Town Manager and the Board 
of Selectmen.

At the same time De Felice 
recounted how Reading had been 
filling a site for years, and, 
he believed, would soon be e- 
recting a stadium on the site, 
™ Courtney pointed out that 

‘it is one of those things 
which, if not run properly 
could become an awful propos- 
ition.’ 

He stated that he had heard a 
lot, in some time, about this 
proposal, but that he didn’t 
know if any of the stories 
were factual. 

De Felice: ‘Can we limit him 
to a radius of action?’ 

Selectman Kidder ‘We dont 
want all the refuse on this 
side of Boston.’ 

De Felice: low about limit- 
ing the number of loads in a 
day, or something like that.’ 
Mrs Drew: I am willing to en- 
dorse it, but with reservat- 
ions. 

The result was that, although 
the Selectren didn’t exactly 
agree as to what the reserva- 
tions would be, they did en- 
dorse the proposition partial - 
ly, and did agree to impose 
some type of restrictions be- 
fore granting a license. 

The probability is that the 
Selectmen will make a point of 
attending the Board of Appeals 
hearing on October 3rd to fur- 
ther develop their plans.
